3. Soy Antillana - Marylin Pupo 
Literally meaning ‘Mountain Range’, this piece envisions three groups of drummers from a distance, calling back and forth 
to cach other from the mountaintops. Soy Antillana is a Cuban piece played in the son seit style and was made 
famous by the great Cuban singer Celia Cruz. It features Jelena Ciric orf vocals. 


Q. Oran - Chick Corea 
This is a more contemporary work that draws its rhythmic base from the Cuban son 
montuno but more properly falls under the heading of “latin jazz”. 


= St. Louis Blues - W.C. Handy 
St. Louis Blues is more commonly found in jazz repertoire lists and comes from the carly 1900s when popular music in 
New Orleans was still evolving and the distinction between latin music and jazz was hazy at best. 
The arrangement by Wycliffe Gordon highlights the Cuban roots of this famous composition. 
© Jarabe Tapatio - Traditional arranged by Jésus Gonzalez Rubio 
Jarabe Tapatio is probably the most well known composition in the Mexican popular music vein and is actually a 
collection of several older folk melodies from various regions of the country. Since it’s creation in the 
mid-19th century, it has assumed the role of Mexico’s national music and dance. 


"¥ Maracangalha - Dorival Caymmi 
This samba is about a place in the north of Brazil where the singer plans to visit whether his 
companion Amalia wants to go or not! It features a horn arrangement by Gordon Sheard. 


6 - Ayer - Juan Luis Guerra 
Ayer is a Cuban influenced piece in the more contemporary style of salsa. Originally from the Dominican Republic, 
composer Juan Luis Guerra is best known for his performances in the merengue genre. Our lead vocalist is Jelena Ciric. 


a - Pongan Atencién - Horacio de la Lastra 
This piece is an carlicr style of son montuno popular in the 1950s and comes from the 
repertoire of the famous Cuban vocalist Beny Moré. 


\9 samba Batucada - Traditional 
This is an all-percussion style that is traditionally performed while parading through the 
streets of cities and towns in Brazil during the annual Carnaval celebration. 


\\, Tico Tico no Fubd - Zequinha de Abreu 
One of the most famous works from Brazil, Tico Tico was originally composed as an instrumental piece in the choro style 
and later acquired lyrics about a group of mischievous birds who get into a sack of flour. Sung by Alicia Howard.
